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Nixon to meet Arab envoys 


WASHINGTON (AP) — As 
the Mideast war threatens U.S. 
oil imports, the White Hou se 
annou nced today that President 
Nix on wou ld meet on Wednes­ 
day with fou r Arab foreign 
ministers. 
Depu ty White Hou se press 
secretary Gerald L. Warren 
made the annou ncement. He 
wou ld say only that the foreign 


ministers of Sau di Arabia, Al­ 
geria, Ku wait and Morocco had 
“asked to see the President to 
discu ss the cu rrent situ ation in 
the Middle East.” 
The 
annou ncement 
came 
amid reports that the env oy s 
were carry ing a message from 
King Faisal of Sau di Arabia, 
who has been u nder intense 
pressu re from his Arab cou nt­ 


erparts to deny Mideast oil to 
the United States. 
It is u nderstood that Nix on 
and King 
Faisal 
hav e ex ­ 
changed messages since ou t­ 
break of new Arab-lF’-aeli fight­ 
ing 11 day s ago. 
Asked abou t this, Warren 
said, “We do not as a ru le dis­ 
cu ss diplomatic contacts from 
here.” 


Annou ncement of Wednes­ 
day ’s meeting between Nix on 
and the Arab env oy s, who are 
in New York for sessions of the 
United Nations, came after Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A Kissin­ 
ger met for an hou r with the 
President. 
Kissinger also attended an 
hou r-long meeting of the Wash­ 
ington Special Action Grou p, a 


panel of top lev el diplomatic, 
military and intelligence offi­ 
cials 
who 
continu ally 
keep 
track of Mideast dev elopments. 
Warren tu rned away most 
qu estions on the Arab-Israeli 
war, bu t repeated that Nix on 
has instru cted Kissinger “to re­ 
main in contact with all parties 
in the conflict and with the ma­ 
jor power« ”

Kissinger, Le Duc Tho 
share Nobel Peace Prize 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
The Illinois Senate ov errode to­ 
day Gov . Daniel Walker’s v eto 
of a bill setting u p a state elec­ 
tion board. 
The v ote on the first ov erride 
by one hou se in the fall v eto 
session was passed 54-1. Only 
thirty -six v otes were needed to 
send the v eto qu est ion to the 
Hou se. 
If the Hou se also agrees to 
ov erride Walker, the bill wou ld 


be effectiv e at once. 
Walker had stru ck down what 
lawmakers called a bipartisan 
compromise to a difficu lt re­ 
qu irement of the 19 70 State con­ 
stitu tion to create a state elec­ 
tion board withou t giv ing any 
political party a majority of 
members. 
Under the bill, the board 
wou ld be composed of fou r 
members appointed by the gov ­ 
ernor. He wou ld choose from

Kru pa had been released 
from Yonkers General Hospital 
abou t a week ago after u nder­ 
going treatment for leu kemia.

18 in Saratoga, N.Y., 
with Benny Goodman, whose 
band he joined in 19 34.

Walker proposed Monday that 
he be allowed to pick the board 
su bject to Senate confirmation. 
He said the plan approv ed by 
the legislatu re did not allow for 
independent representation on 
the board, which the con­ 
stitu tion giv es the power to su ­ 
perv ise state registration and 
election laws. 
Walker proposed a fiv e-mem­ 
ber board that wou ld inclu de at 
least one member who was nei­ 
ther a Democrat nor a Repu bli­ 
can. 
Walker also criticized the 
prov ision u nder the legislativ e 
plan whereby in case of ties 
one member chosen by lot 
wou ld abstain from v oting. 
“Whenev er the board wou ld 
be called on to resolv e a deeply 
partisan issu e, the v oting m a­ 
jority of the board wou ld be 
controlled by one party , in di­ 
rect contradiction to the con­ 
stitu tion’s specific 
prov ision 
that neither party hav e a ma­ 
jority of members,” he said. 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
President Anwar Sadat of 
Egy pt said Tu esday his forces 
hav e missiles poised for strikes 
in “the v ery depths of Israel” 
bu t added his gov ernment is 
ready to talk peace if the Is­ 
raelis withdraw from occu pied 
Arab lands. A fierce battle was 
reported on the Su ez Canal. 
Premier Golda Meir of Israel 
told Parliament in Jeru salem 
that Israeli forces had crossed 
the Su ez Canal into Egy pt. An 
Israeli military commu niqu e 
later said a task force had 
mov ed across the canal and 
was operating behind Egy ptian 
lines to attack antiaircraft mis­ 
sile u nits and artillery . 
An Egy ptian commu niqu e re­ 
ported that Israelis were at­ 
tempting to smash throu gh a 
bridgehead on the canal, and 
added: "A v iciou s battle is rag­ 
ing, with ou r forces u sing a r­ 
mor, infantry and mechanized 
u nits with air su pport to block 
and destroy and enemy pene­ 
tration. The enemy has su f- 
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fered heav y losses and the 
battle is still going on.” 
The Israelis gav e no fu rther 
details of the operation. 
Tank and artillery battles 
raged in the Sinai Desert and 
in Sy ria as Sadat made a tou gh 
address 
to 
the 
Egy ptian 
People’s Assembly in Cairo and 
Mrs. Meir talked to the Israeli 
parliament in Jeru salem. 


“At this v ery moment Israeli 
forces are on the western bank 
of the canal,” the 7 5-y ear-old 
Israeli premier said. 


Mrs. Meir did not say how 
many Israelis were on the 
western side of the Su ez Canal 
or where they had crossed. 


Egy pt took control of the 103- 
mile-long waterway after its 
troops stormed across at the 
ou tbreak of the cu rrent hostil­ 
ities Oct. 6 and pu shed into the 
Sinai peninsu la seized by Israel 
in 196 7. Since then Israeli and 
Egy ptian tanks and artillery 
hav e been battling along an 
u nev en front placed by claims 
from both sides at from three 
to 10 miles east of the canal. 


OSLO, Norway (AP) — U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer and North Vietnamese 
Politbu ro member Le Du e Tho 
were awarded the 1973 Nobel 
Peace Prize today for their ef­ 
forts to officially end the Viet­ 
nam war. 
Kissinger and Tho defeated 
45 other accepted candidates, 
inclu ding 
President 
Nix on, 
President Tito of Yu goslav ia 
and 
10 international organ­ 
izations. 
The prize was abou t $120,000 
and will be shared equ ally be­ 
tween the two winners. 
The Nobel committee chair­ 
man, Mrs. Aase Lionaes, a 
ju dge and member of Parlia­ 
ment, annou nced the decision 
after the fiv e-member com­ 
mittee rev iewed the candidates 
for 2xh. hou rs. 
When annou ncement of the 
award came, Kissinger was re­ 
ported in a meeting at the 
White Hou se and was u nav ail­ 
able for immediate comment. 
Kissinger, 50, is the 16 th 
American to win or share the 
peace prize since it first was 
awarded in 19 01. 
The last American winner 
was Norman E. Borlau g, who 
dev eloped a new ty pe of high- 
y ield grain for u se in u nder­ 
dev eloped cou ntries. He won 


the prize in 1970. 
Le Du e Tho is the first Asian 
to win the prize. 
The prize has been shared by 
two indiv idu als 11 times pre­ 
v iou sly . 
No Nobel Peace Prize was 
awarded last y ear, as has hap­ 
pened on 18 occasions since 
1914. 
Chancellor Willy Brandt of 
West Germany won the last 
prize in 1971 for his reconcilia­ 
tion policy toward Commu nist 
Eastern Eu rope. 
The terse annou ncement from 
the Nobel committee said: 
“The Nobel Committee of the 
Norwegian Storting has decided 
to giv e the 19 73 Nobel Peace 
Prize to Henry A. Kissinger 
and Le Du e Tho to share equ al­ 
ly between them. The prize 
money is 510,000 Swedish kro­ 
ner — $120,000 dollars. The 
prize money for 19 72 is re­ 
tu rned to the main fu nd.” 
“Kissinger and Tho as jojnt 
candidates were su ggested by 
the Norwegian 
Nobel com­ 
mittee’s member, History Prof. 
John Sanness, bu t Kissinger 
had also been su ggested by oth­ 
ers,” Mrs. Lionaes said. 
Sanness, a member of the 
committee since 19 70, is also a 
well-known 
foreign 
political 
commentator.

Suit filed to halt 
Lake Arrowhead project 


Accu sed of rape 
Viet hero sentenced 
to prison by Judge Bales

A grou p of irate property owners who farm land near 
the proposed Lake Arrowhead Dev elopment, near Paw 
Paw, hav e filed su it seeking a cou rt order to stop con­ 
stru ction. 
Filed late Monday in Lee Cou nty Cou rt, the su it asks a 
declaratory ju dgment declaring an ordinance, which ap­ 
prov ed the zoning, “Void, u nconstitu tional, illegal and in­ 
effectiv e.” 
Cou nty Board members, at their Sept. 11 meeting, ap­ 
prov ed zoning for the planned 1,6 00-acre recreational area 
as recommended by the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
The su it claims the v ote by the board, 17 to 9 in fav or 
of zoning, was illegal in that it did not meet the three- 
fou rths majority as called for u nder an ex isting zoning or­ 
dinance. 
That ordinance classifies “High Concentration Liv e 
stock” as Ag-2. The ordinance stipu lates that land within 
one-half mile of an AG-2 classification, planned for large 
scale dev elopment, mu st hav e a three-fou rths majority 
v ote of the cou nty board, the su it claims. 
The proposed dev elopment, planned by W. L. Belv i- 
dere Co., is located less than onehalf mile from the ad­ 
joining farmlands classified Ag-2. 
An inju nction is sou ght against the cou nty of Lee, its 
officers, and employ es from granting any docu ment, li­ 
cense or permit in the fu rtherance of the dev elopment and 
against the ex isting property owners in the dev elopment 
from selling their property . 
The dev elopers reportedly hold option on the lands in­ 
clu ded for the facility . 


Bringing the su it were Robert A. and Mary Pu rdy , 
Leslie and Elizabeth Mu llens, Leslie Mu llens Jr., Alfred 
and Dena Winterton, Dennis and Marlene Fleming, Rob­ 
ert Ly tle and James and Caroly n Bond. 
The plaintiffs claim that the dev elopment, if allowed 
to proceed will bring nearly 10,000 persons into the area 
and the dev elopment will interfere and diminish the agri­ 
cu ltu ral su itability and u ses of their land. 
Three of the plaintiffs, Pu rdy , Mu llens and Winterton, 
own 20 per cent of the land immediately adjoining the fa­ 
cility , and in the su it claim they filed a petition objecting 
to the amendatory zoning change on Ju ly 20. Despite the 
petition in opposition and despite the fewer than three- 
fou rths majority , the ordinance was declared passed by 
the cou nty board in direct v iolation of the Zoning Enabling 
Act, the su it claims. 
The su it fu rther claims the amendatory zoning 
change was illegal becau se the petition requ esting the 
change was addressed to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
“which has no power or right to determine whether the 
petition shou ld be set for hearing u ntil referred for hear­ 
ing by the cou nty board,” which was not done. 
“This zoning will take the land ou t of agricu ltu ral pro­ 
du ction and is a waste of resou rces not in the pu blic inter­ 
est. It is solely an illegal accommodation to priv ate inter­ 
est at the co6 t of the pu blic,” the su it said. 
A petition filed this morning in the clerk's office asks 
for a change of v enu e becau se of preju dice on the part of 
six ju dges in the Fifteenth Ju dicial Circu it. Althou gh not 
schedu led, the case is ex pected to be presented before 
Chief Circu it Ju dge James E Bales for action. 


A decorated Vietnam v eteran 
was sentenced this morning to a 
three-to-nine-y ears peniten­ 
tiary term after he pleaded 
gu ilty to a redu ced charge of 
kidnapping. 
John C. Nielson, Rock Falls, 
was sentenced by Chief Circu it 
Ju dge James E. Bales, follow­ 
ing a two-hou r hearing this 
morning. 
Nielson was charged with ag­ 
grav ated kidnapping for ab 
du cting a 15-y ear-old Amboy 
girl walking home from school. 
Police said he drov e her into the 
cou nty , made her u ndress and 
sex u ally assau lted her. 
The assau lt occu rred May 17. 
Nielson was arrested two day s 
later after police traced his car 
registration. 
The 28 -y earold father admit­ 
ted to police he pu lled his car to 
a cu rb near Amboy High School 
and at gu n point ordered the 
girl into his station wagon. 
Nielson took the stand this 
morning and said he didn’t re­ 
member if he raped the girl. “I 
told the police I did becau se I 
wanted to get help.” 
He said he su ffered a mem­ 
ory lapse at the time of the of­ 
fense and wasn't really su re 
what he did. “I don’t remember 
doing this,” Nielson recalled, 
“bu t I believ e they (police) 


hav e the ev idence that shows I 
did it.” 
He attribu ted the lapse of 
memory to an inju ry su ffered 
while in Vietnam, where he was 
knocked u nconsciou s when a 
grenade was tou ched off near 
by . Nielson said he has sou ght 
medical treatment for his con­ 
dition and wou ld consent to 
mental commitment. 
State’s Atty . Patrick Ward 
pointed ou t that the treatment 
was sou ght only after he was 
ordered to do so by a ju dge in 
Whiteside Cou nty . Nielson was 
granted six months’ probation 
for an aggrav ated battery con­ 


v iction in 1971. 
Ward traced the gu n u sed in 
the offense to a store in Shabbo- 
na and showed the cou rt that 
Nielson picked u p the weapon 
on the same day of the offense, 
“ju st three hou rs before.” 
A search warrant, enacted by 
police, tu rned u p a .22 caliber 
pistol from Nielson’s home. 


“A y ou ng, innocent 15-y ear- 
old girl was raped by y ou at 
gu npoint, y ou threatened her 
and this cou ld affect her the 
rest of her life," Ju dge Bales 
said. “The seriou sness of this 
offense is su ch that this cou rt 


feels bou nd to sentence y ou to 
the penitentiary ,” the ju dge 
said in deny ing probation. 
“If a y ou ng girl retu rning 
home from school in the middle 
of the afternoon is not safe, then 
nothing is safe,” the ju dge con­ 
clu ded . 


Nielson was awarded the Sil­ 
v er Star for gallantry in action 
for leading his squ ad to safety 
while u nder attack by North 
Vietnamese, and the Bronze 
Star for his two-y ear tou r of 
du ty . Married for fiv e y ears, he 
and his wife hav e a three-y ear- 
old son.

SENATOR TALMADGE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
District Cou rt Ju dge John J. Si­ 
rica today criticized a member 
of the Senate Watergate com 
mittee for say ing he thou ght it 
was "v ery strange” that Water­ 
gate conspirator E. Howard 
Hu nt was in prison while the 
men who planned the break-in 
were free 
Sirica commented critically 
abou t the statement by Sen 
Herman Talmadge, D-Ga., du r­ 
ing a hearing on a requ est by 
Hu nt that he be released on 
bond pending action on a re­ 
qu est to hav e his gu ilty plea 


thrown ou t. 
While indicating he had no in­ 
tention of releasing Hu nt, Sirica 
focu sed on Talmadge’s slate 
ment made while Hu nt was ap^ 
pearing before a telev ised ses­ 
sion of the Watergate com 
mittee 
The ju dge said that Tal 
madge is a lawy er and “he 
knows or he shou ld know if he 
took the trou ble to read the 
statu te.. I'v e not giv en this man 
30 y ears. 
“ Mr. Hu nt knows better than 
that and Sen. Talmadge does, 
too.” 
Stage set to lift ban on pinball machines

Dix on Police Chief Earl M Kelchner 
say s “ I am dead set against pinball m a­ 
chines and I intend to stay that way 
May or Warren Walder comments “ I 
gu ess I am tu rning ou t to be a real lib­ 
eral 
I can see nothing wrong with 
them.” 
The fou r Dix on City Commissioners 
ex pressed v iews somewhere in between 
these polarized sentiments. 
The City Cou ncil at its meeting Mon­ 
day night at City Hail gav e u nanimou s 
approv al to a motion to instru ct the city 
attorney to draft an ordinance remov ­ 
ing the city ’s long-time ban against pin­ 
ball machines. 
Althou gh nothing is a su re fire thing 
u ntil the final v ote, it does appear that 
pinball machines will retu rn to the Dix ­ 
on scene The real controv ersy ov er the 
matter seems to be ju st where the ma­ 
chines will be legal. 
The Cou ncil is making the mov e to 
remov e the ban at the continu ed u rging 
of Mau rice Sokol, operator of the ar- 
cadeTm Sou th Galena Av enu e. 


It was Commissioner James Dish- 
man who made the motion to hav e City 
Attorney Thomas Magdich draft the or­ 
dinance 
The May or prefaced the v ote on the 
matter by say ing that if the motion was 
v oted down the issu e wou ld die, bu t if 
the Cou ncil gav e approv al to it, Com­ 
missioner Arthu r Tofte and Magdich 
“Wou ld work together to draft an 
amended ordinance acceptable to the 
police department.” 
After the may or asked for a sam ­ 
pling of opinion from the Cou ncil, Com­ 
missioner James G. Bu rke qu eried: 
“Has any body giv en any legitimate 
reason for banning pinball machines? 
Are any of the places where they are le­ 
gal finding any thing u nfav orable abou t 
them?” 
Tofte admitted "There has not been 
trou ble, bu t we did hav e trou ble in the 
past and that is why we ou tlawed them 
to begin with.” 
Tofte went on, “ I fav or them in an 
arcade, bu t n<4 in general u se " 
Commissioner Walter Lohse wanted 


some clarification. "Magdich has told 
u s that to confine them to arcades alone 
cou ld be discriminatory ,” he said. 
“Wou ld it be discriminatory if we still 
kept them ou t of liqu or establish­ 
ments?” 
Magdich replied, “ It is my opinion 
that the broad control we are able to ex ­ 
ercise ov er liqu or license holders al­ 
lows u s to ban pinball machines in su ch 
establishments.” 
Lohse stated flatly , “ I will be 
against Lifting the ban if we allow m a­ 
chines in liqu or establishments.” 
Tofte reminded Lohse, “ I hav en’t 
forgotten the trou ble we once had. I 
won’t inclu de liqu or establishments in 
the ordinance ” 
Bu rke raised the qu estion, “Shou ld 
we license them?” 
Walder replied, “That will depend 
on the way the ordinance is written.” 
Sokol, who seemed to hav e his battle 
for pinball machines won, stated, “ I as­ 
su me it is all right for me to tine u p su p 
pliers to get the machine Ineed ” 
Walder chided him. *T wou ldn’t as­ 


su me any thing Remember the propo 
sition to bag the parking meters.” 
The May or was referring to the fact 
that some su rprise v otes ru led ou t that 
proposal when it appeared that it wou ld 
pass 
The Cou ncil got good financial news 
in a bu dget report by Lohse 
“All areas of the bu dget are well on 
target and ou r pictu re of rev enu e shows 
it to be as good as anticipated ” 
With some help from City Comptrol­ 
ler Darlene Herzog, Lohse stated that 
sales-tax rev enu e is ru nning abou t $17,- 
000 ahead of last y ear for the first fiv e 
months of the fiscal y ear 
Bu rke reported that the federal gov ­ 
ernment had giv en Dix on a grant of $92- 
9 00 to repair flood damage to the riv er 
bank, the North Side sewer main and a 
sewer lift station 
“ What bothers me abou t it, howev ­ 
er,” Bu rke said, “is that they hav e pu t 
no qu alifications on the money abou t 
asking for bids Shou ld we ju st go ahead 
and hire a contractor or shou ld we u se 
established bidding procedu res? We* 


cou ld ev en let the work ou t on a time 
and-material basis I wou ld certainly 
feel more comfortable if we u sed a bid 
ding method ” 
Walder stated that he felt the proj­ 
ects shou ld be handled in a bu siness 
like manner “ We cou ld ev en do some 
of the work ou rselv es and reimbu rse 
ou rselv es from the fu nds,” he ex ­ 
plained 
The Cou ncil accepted bids on pro­ 
v iding a new station wagon for the fire 
department. 
Harrison Chev rolet Cadillac was the 
apparent low bidder, offering a Chev ro­ 
let for $3,720 base price with $350 ex tra 
for air conditioning and $30 more for 
rear window defroster. 
Mu llery Ford offered a Ford Wagon 
for $3,9 23 9 4, w ith $319 43 for air condi­ 
tioning and $48 34 for defroster. Ken 
Nelson Bu ick Pontiac offered a Pontiac 
for $4,376 .9 0 inclu ding air conditioning 
and defroster. 
The bids were placed on file for two 
weeks.

Egyptian-Svrian Yom Kippur as­ 
sault upon Israeli-occupied territory 
probably reflects the two nations* 
judgment that, without an improved 
Arab m ilitary position, there is no 
hope of negotiating with Israel on a 
basis acceptable to the Arabs. 
They want a return to boundaries 
Fixed before the 1967 Six Day War, 
and the Israelis have said firm ly 
that they will never agree to with­ 
draw from all the land gained in 
their sweeping victory’ that year. 
The long-static condition in the 
Mideast conflict zone has tended to 
undermine Egyptian President Sa­ 
dat’s credibility as a leader pressing 
for return to old boundaries. He and 
other Arab leaders also have been 
disillusioned that no great-power ef­ 
forts at settlement have even begun 
to produce the kind of results the A r­ 
abs desire. 
No diplomatic experts here at the 
State 
Department, or 
anywhere 
else, seem entirely clear as to 
Egyptian-Syrian motives. But it is 
thought that, at the very least, they 
want to shake up the situation in or­ 
der to compel negotiations which 
would follow the course they seek. 
An established Arab m ilitary pres­ 
ence in the Israeli-occupied zones 
may be seen in Cairo and Damascus 
as a key lever. 
The difficulty with this thesis, if it 
is the one governing Egyptian-Syri- 
an action, is that failure to hold the 
bridgeheads gained by surprise reli­ 
gious holiday attack may only hard­ 
en Israeli attitude toward prospec­ 
tive negotiations. 
In a policy declaration written 
months ago. Israeli Prim e Minister 
Golda Meir restated clearly her 
country’s basic stance with regard 
to the occupied Sinai desert, a 120- 
mile-wide stretch which before the 
1967 war was sovereign Egyptian 


soil. 
Israel has long been willing to 
yield some—but not all—of this ter­ 
ritory in negotiations, but she insists 
upon retaining a buffer zone to keep 
potential Arab attackers well away 
from the old Israeli boundary, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Meir. 
With an election coming up Oct. 
30. Mrs. Meir's hard-line right wing 
opposition has been pushing against 
any concessions. The new war puts 
the campaign on ice for the moment, 
but it may also move Mrs. Meir’s 
Labor party closer to this hard view, 
on the ground that the Arabs once 
more have demonstrated their un­ 
trustworthiness by breaking the 1967 
cease-fire agreement and breaching 
the lines then accepted by both 
sides. 
With the United Nations General 
Assembly heavily weighted in the 
Arabs’ favor and the U.N. Security 
Council hindered by the Chinese- 
Russian veto threat from any action 
which would not be favorable to the 
Arabs, Egypt and Syria might wel­ 
come a U.N. call for a quick cease­ 
fire in this fourth Mideast war. 
This presumes, however, an Arab 
capacity to hold at least some of 
their newly won bridgeheads across 
the Suez Canal and in the old Syrian 
Golan Heights which allow Arab ar­ 
tillery to dominate and harass near­ 
by Israeli farms. 
It presumes also that the U.N. 
might reinterpret, to the Arabs’ ad­ 
vantage, a 1967 resolution which 
they read as calling for full Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied zones and 
which Israel reads aa assuring Tel 
Aviv that it may keep lands neces­ 
sary 
to preserve its defensible 
boundaries. 
Arab success in the current ven­ 
ture is obviously vital of such hopes. 
If the attackers are thrown back, the 
present lines may be hardened for 
years to come.

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R E F L E C T IO N S — A shudder 
went through officialdom toward the 
end of last week when King Faisal of 
Saudi Arabia threatened to cut off oil 
supplies to the U.S. if this nation 
does not withdraw its support of Is­ 
rael in the present conflict. 
King Faisal made the same 
threat during the course of the six- 
day Mideast war in 1967, but then it 
made little impact because the U.S. 
was not facing a fuel shortage. 
The flow of oil imports from the 
Middle East was not interrupted in 
1967, but today, when the U.S. is im­ 
porting 30 per cent of our fuel needs 
and most of its comes from Arab na­ 
tions, such a threat makes waves. 
Since 1956, the population ot the 
U.S. has increased by ¿4 per cent, 
but our demands for energy fuels 
have doubled during the same pe­ 
riod, and refinery production capac­ 
ities have increased by only 45 per 
cent. 
Herein lies the background of our 
fuel shortage. Whether there is an 
effort on the part of major producers 
to freeze out independents which is 
contributing to the shortage is an­ 
other question. 
The U.S. has six per cent of the 
world’s population but uses one- 
third of the world’s supply of energy 
fuels. 


The greatest single consumer of 
gasoline is the automobile. There 
are about 96 million cars in the U.S. 
today which carry an average of 1.2 
persons on average six-mile round 
trips. 
It seems obvious fewer trips 
could be made and with little plan­ 
ning more persons could be taken 
when the auto goes somewhere. 
The consumption of gasoline by 
autos has also been increased by 
anti-pollution devices which have 
decreased mileages by 10 to 20 per 
cent. 
The Alaskan pipeline will be con­ 
structed to bring that “ black gold” 
from the 49th state to the original of 
the 48. 
Although this oil strike in 1968 is 
said to be the largest ever on this 
continent, it will take years to con­ 
struct the pipeline and build refin­ 
eries to increase our supplies of en­ 
ergy fuels. 


It takes about three years from 
planning stage to be operational for 
a new refinery. 
Our oil imports are predicted to 
grow to 50 per cent by 1980, and it 
will be long after that date before 
Alaskan oil is refined and goes into 
the tank of U.S. cars. 
So, as of today, we are somewhat 
dependent on nations for our oil 
needs which are not too friendly to 
us. 
Scientists estimate U.S. oil re­ 
serves will last for about seven 
years at the present consumption 
rate, which makes it evident the 
situation is in a critical stage. 
Coal is another energy source but 
has almost been banned because of 
its high sulfur content. 
Hope is in the offing as it is re­ 
ported the Japanese have developed 
a technique for removing sulfur gas 
from smokestacks.

Events.) 
Q. Mr. Post, who is the legisla­ 
ture’s chief fiscal adviser, says that 
if your program is adopted that a 
number of government services will 
have to be dropped. Is that correct? 
A. Mr. Post is as wrong in this as 
he was with regard to tb*1 welfare 
projections. Mr. Post has phonied up 
some figures and is trying to portray 
the coming budget as having to be 
several hundred millions of dollars 
less than the budget for this year. 
Then he points to all the prospective 
places where we might have to cut 
spending. 
Now the provision itself says that 
at no time can the lim it ever reduce 
the state’s ability to perform all the 
present services at their present lev­ 
el, adjusted upward for inflation and 
population growth, so the very thing 
we are trying to pass would make 
what he says impossible. Our Eco­ 
nomic 
Estim ates 
Commission, 
which over the decades in California 
has met every year, tells us what the 
people are going to earn, and then 
what the taxes w ill bring in, and 
they’re usually within 1 per cent of 
being right—they meet this month— 
Mr. Post hasn’t any figures to go on 
because they haven’t met yet. This 
month, we will be given a rough esti­ 
mate of what next year’s budget will 
be and I venture to say that Mr. Post 
is wrong. In fact, I guarantee he is 
wrong by more than a billion dollars, 
because next year’s budget will, un­ 
der the limitation, probably be $400 
to $500 million bigger than it is this 
year. 
Q. I understand also that Mr. 
Post has prepared a supporedly neu­ 
tral analysis which is printed on 
sample ballots and is now being dis­ 
tributed throughout the state and I 
understand you have deep quarrels 
with this analysis. 
A. Well, yes, because this is 
something that has never happened 
before in the history of Mr. Post’s 
office—the legislative analyst’s of­ 
fice. He is by law committed to pro­ 
viding the neutral analysis of any 
initiative that appears on the ballot 
and he has been for some time out on 
the mashed potato circuit making 
speeches against this initiative. It is 
impossible for him to write an objec­ 
tive and neutral analysis, so he sub­ 
mitted his analysis and it not only is 
un-neutral, but he has actually mis­ 
stated the facts, eithey by deliberate 
distortion, or by half-truths. 
And I can give you one example. 
He states in his so-called neutral 
analysis, that under the terms of this 
initiative, by a two-thirds vote of the 
legislature, local governments and 
cities in California will now be able 
to have an income tax of their own. 
Well, the average citizen reading 
that—and I ’m sure his reaction is, 


“ Wow, in addition to a state and a 
federal income tax, now the city is 
going to have one” —now this is a 
falsehood by half-truth, because 
there should have been another sen­ 
tence. 
If he’d been totally honest, Mr. 
Post would have written, “ At the 
present, the cities of California can 
have such an income tax by only a 
simple majority vote of the legisla­ 
ture.” We have tightened it up and 
made it harder to have a local in­ 
come tax because we’ve said that 
from n w on if this is passed it will 
take a two-thirds vote of the legisla­ 
ture for that to happen. 
Q. Some of your opponents 
charge that the local property tax 
will go up if this is passed. Could you 
comment on this again, please? 
A. I ’m delighted to comment on 
that. This probably reveals the pho­ 
niness of the campaign against the 
idea of reducing taxes, which is what 
this is all about. This is a simple at­ 
tempt to reduce the people’s taxes, 
and the big spenders, who don’t want 
them reduced, are trying to confuse 
the people with all sorts of dire 
threats of what might happen if they 
don’t have to pay so much tax. So 
they’ve said that the state by lim it­ 
ing its revenues will force local gov­ 
ernments to pick up many services 
and perform them and thus they will 
have to raise their property taxes. 
This is based on the fact that two- 
thirds of our state budget goes into 
local assistance. It only takes a third 
of our budget to run the state of Cali­ 
fornia. The other two-thirds is ad­ 
ministered by local and county gov­ 
ernments. 
Now, the plain truth is, we have 
two groups aligned against us—the 
League of Women Voters who, for 
the last few years in California have 
not been the impartial body they are 
supposed to be. They have a very de­ 
cidedly liberal bent and they support 
all sorts of social reforms and gov­ 
ernment spending. They’re the ones 
who have said, oh my, our property 
taxes will go up automatically, the 
taxes on the homeowner will be in­ 
creased. But at the same time, 
aligned with them are the two or­ 
ganizations representing city and 
county governm ents. They are 
against our initiative because they 
say the initiative makes it impossi­ 
ble for them to raise property taxes. 
Now they can’t have it both ways. 
The truth of the matter is that the 
legislature last year passed the 
property tax reform, and very sim­ 
ply what that measure does is this (I 
have been trying to get this tax re­ 
form for a few years): we at the 
state level are taking an additional 
penny of sales tax and with that pen­ 
ny sales tax we subsidize, dollar for 
dollar, local governments in return 
for a reduction of the homeowner’s 
tax and a renter relief program, to 
reduce their rent burden. In order to 
do this and make sure that the peo­ 


ple wouldn’t wind up paying both the 
extra penny sales tax and the prop­ 
erty tax—that legislation provides 
that local governments can rais0 
property taxes, only to the extent of 
meeting the added cost of inflation 
and where there is an increase in 
population growth, such as in in­ 
crease in enrollment in a school dis­ 
trict. Any increase in property taxes 
beyond that requires a vote of the 
people in that district. But that is 
just a statute that could be rejected 
any time. What we have done in our 
initiative is to incorporate it into our 
constitutional amendment so that 
that statute will now become a part 
of the constitution. So there will be a 
flat limitation. Taxpayers are pro­ 
tected against way-out property tax 
increases, but at the same time local 
government does have the provision 
whereby it can meet inflationary 
and growth costs. 
Q. What else would your tax plan 
do? 
A. The most significant aspect of 
the tax initiative, as I have indicat­ 
ed, is that the state government 
would gradually reduce the percent­ 
age of its tax rake on total earnings 
of Californians over a 15-year peri­ 
od, eventually limiting the percent­ 
age the state would be allowed to 
collect to seven per cent of earnings. 
Provision is also made for all emer­ 
gencies, economic or natural disas­ 
ter. If our emergency fund is ex­ 
hausted, the legislature, by a two 
thirds vote, may impose a tax in­ 
crease to meet an emergency. But 
such an increase will be temporary 
only and will expire at the next gen­ 
eral election, unless the people by a 
majority vote to extend it. 
Now for those who say this pro­ 
gram is just for the rich, we are go­ 
ing to eliminate, totally eliminate, 
the state income tax for families 
earning $8,000 or less and for indi­ 
viduals earning $4,000 or less. It will 
also provide for a permanent 7.5 per 
cent income tax cut for families 
earning above the $8,000 level and 
for individuals earning more than 
the $4,000 level. 
I might say also that the rebate 
which the legislature finally passed 
was our proposal and the income tax 
cut never would have taken place 
had we not qualified this initiative 
for the ballot. For several months 
we have made the proposal for the 
legislature to give back the rebate, to 
not wait for the election. But they 
had no intention of giving that mon­ 
ey back. They had over a billion dol­ 
lars in proposals for spending it— 
even though it was only $826 million. 
When we qualified the initiative 
for the ballot, they suddenly got busy 
and figured if they passed this part 
of it, at least they could take some of 
the glamour away from the proposi­ 
tion on the ballot. So they rushed in 
and passed it and I was delighted to 
sign it, but we never would have had 
it wouthout the initiative.

“ My decision to resign . . . rests 
on my firm belief that the public in­ 
terest requires swift disposition of 
the problems which are facing me. 
“ I am convinced that a full legal 
defense of the probable charge 
against me could consume several 
years. I am concerned that intense 
media interest in the case would dis­ 
tract public attention from impor­ 
tant national problems, to the coun­ 
try’s detriment.” 
* So stated Spiro T. Agnew in that 
Baltimore courtroom in what will go 
down as one of the most dramatic 
scenes in American history. 
Despite the self-serving tone of 
Mr. Agnew’s choice of words—his 
speaking of “ probable charge” a 
few minutes before the Justice De­ 
partment released a 40-page docu­ 
ment detailing a variety of criminal 
activities laid against him, his refer­ 
ence to “ intense media interest,” as 
if the press and not himself was re­ 
sponsible for his problems—there is 
at this point no reason to deny to this 
tragic man whatever credit for no­ 
bility of gesture attaches to his deci- 


sion to resign the nation’s second 
highest elective office. 
Nevertheless, in the hours and 
days since that momentous event, 
Americans have been able to think 
or talk of little else. TTiey remain 
more 
than 
distracted—they 
are 
shocked, stunned, bewildered as 
they have not been since the assassi­ 
nation of John F. Kennedy. 
Never before has so high a public 
figure resigned in the face of crim i­ 
nal charges. The only other vice 
presidential 
resignation, 
that 
of 
John C. Calhoun in 1832 to take a 
Senate seat, was an entirely differ­ 
ent matter. 
An unprecedented thing has 
happened in American politics and 
they will never be the same again. 
As one commentator has ob­ 
served, the process of selecting a 
vice president, which has tradition­ 
ally taken place behind closed doors 
and almost as an anticlimax to our 
nominating conventions, will now be 
exposed to public view and to ques­ 
tions of political partisanship as 
never before. It could have a pro­ 
found effect on the way we choose 


our vice presidents—who are always 
potential presidents—in the future. 
There is one thing Mr. Agnew’s 
resignation, with all its as-yet-un­ 
known ramifications, has distracted 
the nation from. TTiat is Watergate, 
and the political future and govern­ 
ing effectiveness of Richard Nixon 
himself. 
No one cares to think about the 
possibility of yet another premature 
departure from office that would 
leave the country even 
more 
shocked, stunned and leaderless. 
Thus it may be that someday the 
Vice President’s resignation will be 
seen as having had a benefit other 
than sparing the nation the distrac­ 
tion of a prolonged legal struggle— 
that of permitting his being Presi­ 
dent to complete his alloted term in 
the White House. 


This sorry chapter in our history 
will have had the most beneficial re­ 
sult of all if it leads to a cleansing of 
the political system and a new dedi­ 
cation on the part of those who ad­ 
minister that system to simple truth, 
honesty and public service.

Nobody knows this more than 
the Gov ernment Accou nting Of­ 
fice — GAO — which p u blished 
this month a rep ort on how the 
Dep artm ent of Defense cou ld 
redu ce its adm inistrativ e costs 
in awarding negotiated con­ 
tracts. 
Throu gh simp le changes in 
p ap erwork p rocedu res, most in­ 
v olv ing doing nothing rather 
than something, the GAO con­ 
clu ded that the Defense Dep art­ 
ment cou ld sav e abou t $30 mil­ 
lion a y ear. 
A su m that large might not 
seem like mu ch these day s, bu t 
don’t u nderestim ate it. That 
amou nt wou ld send 6 ,000 y ou ng­ 
sters to a first-class college for 
a y ear, room and board inclu d­ 
ed. 
Already , it 
said, the ex ­ 
igencies of the Vietnam war 


forced the Army Materiel Com­ 
mand to simp lify some p rocu re­ 
ment p rocedu res, resu lting in 
one installation redu cing a cer­ 
tain stack of p ap er to ju st 22 
feet. 
“Had that installation u sed 
normal methods,” the rep ort 
states, “the stack wou ld hav e 
been 581 feet high — 
26 feet 
higher than the Washington 
Monu ment.” 
Stacks of p ap er that high 
hav e been ju stified not only on 
the basis of efficiency , howev er 
ironic that might sou nd, bu t 
also on the basis of fairness to 
contractors who wane to do bu s­ 
iness with the Defense Dep art­ 
ment. 
Unlike p riv ate bu sinesses, the 
D efense D ep artm ent is con­ 
cerned with more than q u ality 
and cost. In awarding contracts 
it mu st reflect the goals of 
small-bu siness p rogram s, the 
labor su rp lu s area p rogram, 
the Bu y America Act, and so 
on. 
The GAO su ggests, howev er, 
that in seeking to be fair the 
dep artm ent is rely ing too heav ­ 
ily on p ap er. It reached its de­ 
cision by comp aring its m eth­ 
ods with those of 38 p riv ate 
comp anies: 
Solicitations for defense con­ 
tracts, for instance, generally 
ru n 30 p ages or more. “ In­ 
du stry generally u ses a two- 


p age solicitation docu ment and 
two-p age p u rchase order,” the 
GAO noted. 
By simp lify ing the docu ment 
and making only two cop ies of 
it, the D efense D ep artm ent 
cou ld sav e $9 00,000, the GAO 
said. 
“Su bstantial annu al sav ings,” 
not sp ecifically listed, cou ld be 
realized if defense p rocu rers 
sou ght bids from fewer com­ 
p anies, the rep ort states. Solic­ 
itation p ackages, the GAO said, 
are sent to firm s that can’t 
meet req u irem ents. 
The defense p rocu rers now 
send solicitations to all firms 
req u esting them. Bu t the ac­ 
cou ntants say that’s wastefu l. 
Comp etition isn’t p romoted. 
At one p rocu rement center, 
GAO said, 12 negotiated p u r­ 
chases were rev iewed. The cen­ 
ter p rep ared 410 solicitation 
p ackages, fu rnished 126 to re­ 
q u esting firm s, and receiv ed 
fou r offers. No contracts were 
awarded becau se no comp any 
met req u irem ents. 
“Congress shou ld enact legis­ 
lation to au thorize agencies to 


solicit p rop osals trom a com­ 
p etitiv e, rather than a min­ 
imu m, nu mber of sou rces,” the 
rep ort states. 
And 
finally , 
sav ings 
ap ­ 
p roaching $30 million cou ld be 
realized, said GAO, if the De­ 
fense Dep artm ent u sed sim ­ 
p lified p rocu rem ent techniq u es 
for orders u nder $10,000, in­ 
stead of req u iring y ards of p a­ 
p erwork for ev ery contract 
abov e $2,500. 
The findings aren’t being ac­ 
cep ted u ncritically . 
The Small Bu siness Adminis­ 
tration has ex p ressed concern 
that q u alified comp anies cou ld 
be ex clu ded from bu siness 
And the Dep artm ent of De­ 
fense, insisting it has long 
sou ght efficiency , feels that the 
figu re of $30 million in sav ings 
is too high becau se, according 
to the rep ort, “p resu mably they 
were p rim arily in p ersonnel 
costs where su ch sav ings were 
not feasible.”

How can I 
get the glass in between clean

I cannot see why the 
m arkets do not wash and rep air 
these carts ju st as they do the 
floors and windows.

DEAR P O L L Y - B arba ra 
can mend her baby ’s p lastic 
p ants that are sp lit at the seam s 
by sewing them on her sewing 
machine with the zigzag stitch.

Zigzag 
all 
arou nd the p atch, tu rning u nder 
the raw edges and then sew on 
to the right side of the p ants so 
there is no danger of the p atch 
scratching baby —MRS. L W 
DEAR POLLY— I read in a 
baby magazine that ru bber 
p ants can be ironed together so 
I tried it and it worked. Fold a 
p iece of wax ed p ap er ov er the 
edges with the wax y side in and 
iron with a warm iron u ntil the 
two sides melt together.

DEAR PO L L Y - I hav e u sed 
so many of the Pointers that I 
now want to share one of mine 
with the others. I hav e ju st fin­ 
ished doing a job most of u s 
hate and that can take hou rs to 
do. I ju st defrosted my chest 
ty p e deep freeze in ONE hou r. 
Tu rn it off and then remov e 
ev ery thing. I p u t the food on a 
table, wrap p ed in newsp ap er, 
ex cep t for things like ice cream 
that I p u t in the freezer p art of 
my refrigerator. Two kettles of 
water were getting hot while I 
u nloaded the freezer. I connect­ 


ed the hose and p ou red the boil­ 
ing w ater down the sides of the 
freezer and u sed a clean p lastic 
du st p an to catch the loosened 
chu nks of ice and then emp tied 
the ice into a bu cket that I had 
p u t in the freezer so I did not 
hav e to wait for all that ice to 
melt. What little water re­ 
mained was wip ed u p with a big 
towel. The freezer was then 
wip ed ou t with warm soda wa­ 
ter, food was rep laced and the 
freezer tu rned on in ju st an 
hou r. When retu rning food to 
the freezer, I p u t a large card­ 
board box in the end farthest 
away from the motor and in it I 
p u t last y ear’s food and then the 
rest of the sp ace is ready for 
new p rodu cts.—JOYCE 
POLLY’S NOTE: Girls, be 
certain the freezer is u np lu gged 
and that y ou are not working 
near any electrical ap p liances 
that are p lu gged in. Handle 
boiling w ater carefu lly to av oid 
bu rning y ou rself. Wash interior 
of freezer with soap and water 
and follow with the warm water 
solu tion with baking soda and 
rinse thorou ghly . Let dry be­ 
fore rep lacing frozen food. The 
imp ortant thing is to be carefu l 
with the electric ap p liances and 
with the boiling water.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) — 
Will the Illinois General Assem­ 
bly pass Gov . Daniel W alk er’s 
“open cam paigns and honest 
gov ernment ac t” and become a 
model for the nation? 


It doesn’t seem lik ely . 
The General Assembly failed 
this spring to pass legislation of 
rather modest scope that wou ld 
hav e req u ired political candi­ 
dates for the first time to dis­ 
close where their campaign 
money cam e from and how it 
was spent. 


Illinois is one of the few 
states in the nation which does 
not already hav e su ch a law on 
its book s. 


Thu s it seem s u nlik ely that 
the state’s lawmak ers, in a su d­ 
den su rge of pu blic spirit, will 
em brace a Walk er plan that 
goes far bey ond the simple dis­ 
closu res they failed to adopt 
ju st three and one-half months 
ago. 


In addition to disclosu re of all 
contribu tions and ex penditu res 
of more than $5 0, the proposal 
Walk er su bmitted to the Gener- 
a Assembly Monday calls for: 


—Fu ll pu blic disclosu re of all 
income, assets, liabilities and 
net worth by office holders, 
candidates for pu blic office and 
“k ey ” state employ es, that is, 
those earning $20,000 a y ear or 
more and those whose decisions 
hav e significant economic im ­ 
pact on priv ate persons or bu si­ 
nesses. 
—Disclosu re of all political 
contribu tions by persons and 
firms doing bu siness with or 
regu lated by the state. The dis­ 
closu re mu st inclu de contribu ­ 
tions for 
the prev iou s 
two 
y ears. 
—Giv ing the state board of 
ethics, a board created by the 
gov ernor, power to adm inister 
the new laws and power to is­ 
su e su bpoenas in the cou rse of 
inv estigations and hearings into 
alleged v iolations. 
—Ending secret land tru sts, 
throu gh which the ownership of 
property cou ld be concealed. 
Passage of this legislation, 
Walk er told lawmak ers Mon­ 
day , “Can m ak e Illinois a mod­ 
el for the nation.” 
‘The idea of honesty in gov ­ 
ernment 
legislation 
is 
long 
ov erdu e,” Walk er said. “As 
nev er before, the pu blic wants 
and deserv es action." 
The gov ernor said he left ou t 
of his bill ceilings on contribu ­ 
tions and ex penditu res he fa­ 
v ors, bu t did not want to ob­ 
scu re or defeat the more press­ 
ing need for disclosu res. 
The omission of ceilings was 
u ndou btedly a practical consid­ 
eration. A bill containing them 
sponsored by Hou se Speak er W. 
Robert Blair failed ev en to get 
ou t of the Hou se du ring the 
spring session. 
A second Blair bill, omitting 
the ceilings, bu t containing pro­ 


v isions req u iring disclosu re of 
campaign contribu tions and ex ­ 
penditu res, made it as far as 
the Senate, where it became 
stalled in a committee. 
Blair has, in effect, reintro­ 
du ced that second bill in the 
special ethics session called by 
the gov ernor. 
His plan, which applies to 
fewer 
candidates 
than 
the 
Walk er plan, calls for dis­ 
closu re of contribu tions and ex ­ 
penditu res of $100 or more. It 
does not address itself to the 
q u estion of financial statem ents 
from candidates or pu blic offi­ 
cials. 
Under the Blair plan, the new 


campaign laws wou ld be ad­ 
ministered by the state board 
of elections, rather than an eth­ 
ics board chosen by the gov er­ 
nor. 
While composition of the elec­ 
tion board is still in q u estion, 
the Blair plan env isioned that it 
wou ld be composed of two 
Democrats and two Repu bli­ 
cans chosen by the gov ernor 
from among eight persons nom­ 
inated by legislativ e leaders. 
Walk er v etoed that plan, how­ 
ev er. He annou nced Monday he 
wants a fiv e-member board he 
can select himself su bject to 
Senate confirmation. 
Both Senate President Wil­ 


liam C. Harris, R-Ponti.x c, and 
Senate Minority Leader Cecil 
Partee, D-Chicago, predicted 
Walk er’s v eto wou ld be ov er­ 
ridden. 
And both men 
said they 
dou bted that W alk er’s ethics 
pack age wou ld be adopted as a 
whole. 
"I’m su re there will be some 
amendments to some portions 
of it,” said Partee. 
H arris said he thou ght parts 
of the gov ernor’s proposals 
were too sev ere and u nreason­ 
able. Bu t he added: “I wou ld 
say there is a chance for mean­ 
ingfu l and reasonable campaign 
disclosu re legislation.” _______

Bv M. T, BARLASS 
Lee County Extension Adviser 
Figures soon to be released 
by the Census Bureau back up 
what an E R S survey concluded 
a couple of years ago— that 
corporations 
occupy 
a 
very 
sm all niche in the nation’s farm 
economy. 
The data appears in a sum ­ 
mary’ volume of the 196® Census 
of Agriculture— the first to pro­ 
vide information on the num­ 
bers and types of business or­ 
ganizations engaged in farm 
ing. 
Farm corporations, by the 
1969 count, totaled 21,513. They 
operated only 1.2 per cent of all 
com m ercial farm s in the U.S. 
Moreover, only about 1,800 had 


more than 10 shareholders, and 
fewer than half of these report­ 
ed farm sales above $100,000 
Roughly 19.7 00 farm corpora­ 
tions— over 90 per cent of the 
nation’s total— were “ closely 
held,” meaning they had not 
more 
than 
10 shareholders. 
Most of these firm s were fam ­ 
ily-owned and were essentially 
larger-than-average farm s or 
ranches that were individually 
owned or partnerships before 
they becam e incorporated 
By sales class, the largest 
number of corporations— some 
8,000— turned up in the $100,000- 
and-up bracket. More than 7 ,000 
of these were firm s with 10 or 
fewer shareholders and were 
largely fam ily owned. 


Sole proprietorships remain 
the dominant type of farm in all 
sales classes, in 1969 they com ­ 
prised nearly 60 per cent of all 
farm s with sales over $100,000. 
Partnerships m ade up 25 per 
cent, and corporations 16 per 
cent. 


Among farm s selling $20,000- 
$39,99 9 and $40,000-$9 9,99 9, cor­ 
porations operated 0.9 and 2.5 
per cent, respectively, accord­ 
ing to the last census. 
The $2,500-$19,9 99 sales cate­ 
gory contained just over 6,000 
corporate farm s— compared 
with m ore than a million sole 
p ro p rieto rsh ip s. T here w ere

A young skunk which was tak­ 
en into captivity was subse­ 
quently vaccinated against ra­ 
bies and kept as a house pet. 
Approximately one month lat­ 
er, two m em bers of the family 
were bitten by this skunk. It 


was then turned over to a chil­ 
dren’s farm . Eight days later, 
the skunk died; was submitted 
to a laboratory for rabies ex­ 
amination; and was found posi­ 
tive for rabies. This necessitat­ 
ed that all four m em bers of the 
fam ily which took the skunk in­ 
to captivity receive antirabies 
treatm ents. 


maintaining

North Dakota, which forbids 
co rp oratio n s from entering 
farm ing, fell at the other end of 
the spectrum . North Dakota 
law, however, does not consider 
feedlots as farm s, so these are 
allowed to incorporate. The ’69 


census counted 15 large farm 
corporations (sales over $100,- 
000) in North Dakota, but only 
one had m ore than 10 share­ 
holders. 
A few other states—none of 
them m ajor producing a reas— 
had less than a dozen large cor­ 
porations with over 10 share­ 
holders. And more than half the 
states had fewer thap 25 of this 
type of corporation. 


Restrictions on farm corpo­ 
rations are written in the law ­ 
books of several other states 
besides North Dakota. Under 
K an sas law, for exam ple, cor­ 
porations aren ’t allowed to pro­ 
duce wheat, corn, barley, oats 
and several other crops, nor to 


engage in dairying. But K ansas 
m akes exceptions if the corpo­ 
rations are relatively sm all, 
closely held fam ily operations. 
Minnesota statutes prohibit 
farm ing corporations from ac­ 
quiring m ore than 5,000 acres of 
land. That state reported 49 
corporations with m ore than 10 
shareholders, and these firm s 
accounted for 0.5 per cent of 
safTes from all co m m ercial 
farm s in that state n 1969. 


T exas, another state with re­ 
strictions on farm ing corpora­ 
tions, bars its numerous ranch­ 
ing corporations from engaging 
in sto c k y a rd , slau g h te rin g , 
canning, curing, or m eat-pack­ 
ing activities.

Homema kers coner . . .

Budget-conscious homemak­ 
ers can successfully freeze egg 
whites or yolks left-over from 
cooking and baking. 
E g g s 
bought on sale or in large quan­ 
tities also can be frozen for lat­ 
er use. However, for best re­ 
sults, freeze whole eggs or sep­ 
arate the yolks and whites in 
quantities suitable for recipes 
in which the thawed eggs or 
parts are likely to be used. 


To freeze whole eggs, break 
the eggs into a bowl and stir on­ 
ly enough to blend the whites 
and yolks. Do not beat air into 
them. Place the eggs in a clean 
freezer co n tain er, allow ing 
about a Vfe inch headspace, and 
freeze im m ediately. 


Freezing egg whites is a sim ­ 
ple procedure. Pour separated 
whites into a freezer container 
allowing 
inch headspace. 
Cover the container and freeze 
im m ediately. The quality of 
frozen egg white after thawing 
is excellent. 
Yolks, however, cah be sticky 


and gum m y after freezing and 
difficult to blend with other 
food, unless you follow recom ­ 
mended procedures for freez­ 
ing. For best results, add sugar 
or salt to the egg yolks before 
freezing. Choose the ingredient 
that will most likely be needed 
when you use the thawed yolks.

Everyone who follows professional baseball k nows who 
Charley O. is; the mu le that is the team mascot of the Oak ­ 
land A’s. And everyone k nows who Charley O. Finley is; the 
owner of the same team that Charley O. (the mu le) cavorts 
for 
In the past, Charley O. made headlines in Kansas City as 
Finley tried his best to stage carnival attractions to lu re peo­ 
ple to the ball park Some of the efforts were extravaganzas 
su ch as having Bert Campaneris playing all nine positions in 
a single game, u sing the aged Satchel Paige to start a game 
and having his players wear flashy u niforms instead of the 
gray-and*white standard threads of the era. 
Bu t all the fu n and excitement failed to negate the 
A’s constant losing. The fans qu ick ly discovered Finley’s 
circu s was fu n to watch bu t his baseball team wasn't. 
The resu lt—many empty seats and little revenu e. 
Finley took it all in stride. When things did not get better 
(similar to the A s team). Finley took his clu b and moved to 
Oak land. In the seasons since the departu re from Kansas 
City, the A’s have gone from the bottom of the leagu e to the 
baseball champions of the world. 
Controversy still su rrou nds the team, however, as Finley 
and many of his ou tspok en players continu e to mak e head­ 
lines for one reason or another. Brightly deck ed ou t in spark ­ 
ling mu lti-colored u niforms and complete with mu staches 
and long hair, the A’s defeated the Cincinnati Reds in the 
1972 World Series. 
Finley was so overjoyed he promised several of his 
players extra money for their performances du ring the 
Series. Baseball commissioner Bowie Ku hn slapped 
Finley on the wrist and said the dividends were a no-no. 
Charley was angered bu t reconsidered. 
.Another move was the giving to the wife of each Oak land 
player a diamond ring similar to the one the winning teams 
got. Finley stated the gestu re was only a gift and not a bonu s. 
The A’s again are in the World Series and will play the 
New York Mets tonight in Shea Stadiu m in the third game. 
The Series is cu rrently tied 1-1. However, Mik e Andrews will 
not be in u niform tonight. The Oak land reserve second base­ 
man has been sent home to Boston and placed on the disabled 
list. 
Andrews made a pair of costly errors in the 12th in­ 
ning of the Su nday game won by the Mets 10-7. After the 
game. .Andrews was declared disabled and sent to Bean- 
town while the A’s were being flown to New York . 
The A’s released a circu lar on Monday, describing the 
Andrews situ ation. It said in part: “Andrews indicated his 
disability in the 12th inning of Su nday’s game when he 
cou ldn’t go down for a grou nd ball that allowed two ru ns to 
score He was also u nable to mak e an accu rate throw to first 
base, resu lting in a third New York ru n in the same inning 
The Oak land team, almost to a man, believes Finley lit­ 
erally fired Andrews for the errors. Reggie Jack son, the A’s 
player representative, said he wou ld call Marvin Miller, ex­ 
ecu tive director of the Major Leagu e Baseball Players Asso­ 
ciation Ask ed if he expec ted a grievance to be filed over the 
incident. Jack son replied in the affirmative. 
Sal Ban do, the A’s team captain, said. “Mik e threw 
batting practice the day before the game.” It seems in­ 
conceivable .Andrews wou ld be u sed to hu rl batting prac­ 
tice if his shou lder w as not right. 
Bu t then, a lot of things abou t the controversial Finley 
fail to mak e mu ch sense He wheels and deals lik e a riverboat 
gambler trying to strengthen his team even if it calls for ex­ 
tensive overhau ling every month. 
Finley collects second basemen lik e a child cherishes a 
lollipop collection. Andrews, obtained after he was released 
by the Chicago White Sox du ring a salary hassle in Ju ly, hit 
200 for both clu bs in 1973 with 36 safeties in 180 at bats. 
The veteran accou nted for 10 dou bles, no homers and 
only 10 rims batted-in du ring the season. Not very im­ 
pressive figu res, especially with the A’s harboring sever­ 
al other second basemen on the major leagu e team plu s a 
host in the minors. 
Andrews is conceivably at the end of the line. So he made 
a cou ple of costly errors in the most prestigiou s contests in 
the baseball season Felix Millan, the Mets second baseman, 
practically handed the A’s the first game when he commit­ 
ted a miscu e on a grou nder 
Did the Mets management get u ptight and place Millan 
on the disabled list? No, they refu sed to pu t the k nock on Mil­ 
lan. thereby plainly giving him a vote of confidence. Base­ 
ball is a game of physical errors and mental errors. The 
players mak e a tot of the physical k ind and some of the own­ 
ers mak e their share of the mental ones.

Babich’s comment came mo­ 
ments after the Miami Dolphins 
handed the Browns their second 
defeat of the season, 17-9, in a 
National Football Leagu e game 
Monday night. 
“Mercu ry’s (Morris) ru n and 
(Mik e) 
Kolen’s 
interception 
were the big plays,” Dolphins 
Coach Don Shu la said. 
With the Browns ahead 6-3, 
Morris brok e away for a 70- 
yard gallop in the third period 
and pu t the ball on the Cleve­ 
land nine-yard line. Three plays 
later Larry Csonk a went in 
from the two and pu t the Dol­ 
phins ahead for good.

NEW YORK (AP - Mad at 
Charles O. Finley and con­ 
cerned abou t Tom Seaver, the 
Oak land A’s meet the New 
York Mets tonight in the third 
game of the 1973 World Series. 
The controversial Oak land 
owner and the celebrated New 
York pitcher were two prob­ 
lems as the A’s attempted to 
break the 1-1 deadlock in this 
best-of-seven-game classic. 
Almost always in some k ind 
of hot water, Finley had most 
of the A’s boiling today with his 
latest affair—the “firing” of 
second baseman Mik e Andrews. 
An annou ncement from the 
A’s front office stated simply 
that Andrews was k nock ed off 
the roster becau se of a “shou l- 
-"’ment.” 


However, the A’s, almost to a 
man, believed the eccentric 
Oak land owner literally fired 
Andrews for mak ing two costly 
errors in Su nday’s 10-7 loss to 
the Mets. 


The u ncomfortable situ ation 
has the A’s on the brink of a 
wholesale revolu tion, says ou t­ 
fielder Reggie Jack son, the 
team’s player representative. 
“There cou ld be a possibility 
of refu sing to play,” says an 
ou tspok en Jack son. “There are 
a bu nch of gu ys on this team 
who are close to that point.” 
However, Jack son tempered 
that bold statement after think ­ 
ing abou t it for a while. 
“We have to decide whether 
it’s worth it,” said the slu gger. 


“After all, we have an obliga­ 
tion to the fans. We owe them a 
good performance. If we let 
things lik e this bother ou r play, 
then we wou ldn’t be profes­ 
sionals.” 
He stressed, thou gh, 
that practically the whole team 
was disenchanted with some of 
the stu nts pu lled by the Oak ­ 
land owner. 


“Believe me, there are going 
to be a lot of holdou ts in spring 
training next year,” said Jack ­ 
son.

“It was in memory of Mik e 
Andrews,“ said third baseman 
Sal Bando, half-jok ing bu t ob­ 
viou sly u pset with the new Fin­ 
ley twist. 
The mental problems were 
cou pled with the very real 
physical problem of hitting Sea­ 
ver’s pitches. The ace of the 
New York staff will be opposed 
by Oak land’s Jim “Catfish” 
Hu nter in a du el of right-hand­ 
ers. 


Along with Finley, Seaver 
also was on Jack son’s mind as 
he readied himself for the con­ 
frontation with the National 
Leagu e champions. 
“They got a gu y going for 
them that they heard abou t in 
China,” said Jack son.
